REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose; in an apparatus for adjusting a tube dimension comprising a 
supporting cylinder supporting first and second ends of rollers positioned on a pitch 
circle to form a parallel roller array with means for adjusting the roller ends to form a 
skewed array and a motor to rotate the supporting cylinder so that the rollers apply force 
to a tube outer diameter; wherein means are provided for sensing a tube straightness or 
a tube finished diameter including means for controlling a speed of rotation of the rollers 
in relation to a tubing linear advance speed.
